Over  the  years  Lasell's  freshman 
classes  have  proven  to  be  as  di- 
verse and  interesting  a  group  as 
those  of  any  junior  college  in  New 
England.  Going  over  the  records  of 
the  students  who  will  be  attending 
Lasell  in  the  fall  of  1975,  it  looks  as 
though  this  class  will  be  no  excep- 
tion. 

If  we  had  to  describe  the  incom- 
ing class  in  one  word,  the  word 
would  be  "involvement."  More  and 
more,  we  are  seeing  students  hav- 
ing previous  training  or  work  ex- 
perience dealing  with  the  social 
services.

15%  of  the  class 
have  either  worked  as  teachers  as- 
sistants or  individual  tutors. 

When  we  look  at  the  extra- 
curricular activities  of  the  freshman 
class,  it  becomes  apparent  that 
their  choice  of  a  women's  college 
is  by  no  means  an  accident.  Not 
only  have  the  students  been  in- 
volved in  high  school  organizations, 
over  60%  have  held  leadership 
positions.  There  seems  to  be  no 
question  that  they  are  looking  for- 
ward to  expanding  their  capabilities 
even  further  in  the  conducive  at- 
mosphere for  growth  and  explora- 
tion which  Lasell  offers. 

Clare  Pinckney,  a  senior  Admis- 
sions Intern  from  Wellesley,  Massa- 
chusetts finds,  "The  prospective 
students  seem  exceptionally  viva- 


cious as  well  as  showing  a  great  deal 
of  interest  in  all  aspects  of  Lasell." 
Among  the  incoming  freshmen, 
there  is  a  collector  of  cinema  ob- 
jects d'art,  a  pilot,  and  a  profes- 
sional singer.

Until  this  coming  fall  Resident  As- 
sistants and  Dormitory  Coordinators 
have  been  assigned  to  residence 
halls  to  assist  the  Resident  Head.

New  Programs  Offered  In  The  Fall  Of  '75 


In  the  Fall  of  1975,  two  new  pro- 
grams will  be  added  to  the  curricu- 
lum at  Lasell;  International  Admin- 
istrative Assistant  and  Community 
Recreation. 

The  International  Administrative 
Assistant  program  offers  the  oppor- 
tunity to  combine  secretarial  pro- 
ficiency with  skills  in  translation  and 
interpretation. 

Initially  offered  to  Latin  American 
students,  this  program  is  designed 
for  the  truly  bi-lingual  student  who 
has  fluency  in  Spanish  and  English. 

The  program  student  will  concen- 
trate on  secretarial  skills,  analysis 
and  training  in  the  differences  be- 


tween translation  and  interpretation 
and  will  focus  on  law  and  govern- 
ment terminology.  The  study  of  a 
third  language  will  also  be  required. 
The  program  graduate  will  be 
equipped  with  the  highly  employ- 
able skills  now  needed  in  inter- 
national business,  commerce  and 
industry. 

The  Community  Recreation  pro- 
gram is  designed  for  the  woman 
who  is  interested  in  recreation, 
youth  leadership  and  the  related 
fields  of  human  services. 

Along  with  studies  in  English, 
Sociology  and  Science  the  program 
student  will   be  introduced  to  ex- 


periences in  "in-service"  training  in 
the  area  of  recreation  under  the 
supervision  of  qualified  faculty  and 
by  working  with  the  Newton  Recrea- 
tion Department,  local  nursing 
homes,  nursery  schools  and  day- 
care centers. 

The  program  also  provides  a  two 
week  summer  workshop  where  the 
student  will  be  introduced  to  the 
principles  of  camp  program  plan- 
ning and  development.  This  pro- 
gram is  designed  to  prepare  the 
graduate  to  enter  the  job  market  as 
a  recreation  aide  or  to  transfer  to  a 
four-year  institution  as  a  major  in 
Recreation. 


Round  Table  Group  Of  Development  Officers  Formed 


During  the  fall  of  1974  a  group  of 
Development  Officers  from  the  vari- 
ous local  two-year  institutions 
formed  a  round  table  group  to  meet 
and  discuss,  on  an  informal  basis, 
topics  and  problems  that  are  com- 
mon to  all  members. 

Meetings  have  taken  place  at 
Lasell,  Endicott,  Bradford,  Garland, 
Dean  and  Mt.  Ida  Junior  Colleges. 
Topics  taken  under  consideration 
have  been;  record  keeping,  Alumni 
Activities,  Alumni  in  Admissions, 
Annual  Funds  and  Continuing  Edu- 
cation. 

Membership  in  this  group  is  open 


to  Development  personnel  from  any 
area  private  two-year  institution. 
The  group  has  been  deliberately 
limited  to  the  "private"  sector  so 
that  each  member  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  participate  in  the  discus- 
sions, and  it  has  been  found  that 
the  sharing  of  experiences  and 
knowledge  has  been  of  great  bene- 
fit in  planning  individual  campus 
programs  in  various  areas. 

It  is  also  anticipated  that  this 
group  might  function  as  an  ad  hoc 
committee  when  needed  to  press 
for   legislative    programs   affecting 


junior  colleges.  The  Massachusetts 
legislature  is  currently  engaged  in 
preparing  numerous  bills  that  could 
have  negative  effects  on  the  edu- 
cational community  and  it  is  vitally 
important  that  Lasell  and  other  col- 
leges be  aware  of  the  consequences 
of  these  bills  and  be  in  a  position  to 
present  a  unified  front  to  deal  with 
them. 

It  is  planned,  in  later  meetings,  to 
invite  junior  college  presidents  and 
trustees  to  these  gatherings,  to 
better  appreciate  the  junior  college 
movement  from  all  levels.
